The tiring was resumed over on the 
mainland soon after nine o'clock

morning. It is believed that the troops 
are now far inland. If this is the case, 
they are intrenched and can hold out 
unless their ammunition is exhausted 
in that event there can be only one re- 
sult. 
The firing is not heavy. 


A third expedition of fifteen men has 


just started for Sugar "Point. 


The troops have had nothing to eat 


since yesterday noon. The situation is 
desperate to a degree. An Indian jast 
in from Bear Island says that ten sol- 
diers were killed and a number were 
wounded. 
He says the Indians had tho 


best of the fight. Other 
reports say 


that fifty Indians were killed. 


St. Paul. Oct. 
G—[Special]—The 


army officials here have received no re- 
port confirming or denying the reported 
massacre of the troops at Bear Island. 
Five hundred men of the Fifteenth Min- 
nesota regiment have been ordered to 
hold themselves in readiness for duty. 


Early reparts of the trouble arc prob- 


ably much exaggerated, but the Asso. 


ciated Press dispatches told the story as 
follows: 


Dulnth, Minn.. Oct. C.—Word was 


received here last night from Brainevd 
to the effect that the entire force of 
soldiers sent to Bear Lake island un- 
der command of Gen. Bacon has been 
wiped out of existence. 
There were 


100 men in the force of regulars, most 
of them veterans of tiie battle of San- 
tiago. 


The fighting began 
early 
in 
the 


morning, when the troops under Gen. 
Bacon landed on Bear island. While 
the tug Flora was after 
re-enforce- 


ments. Gen. Bacon, it is understood, 
took steps to entrench himself and 
hold his position until more men could 
arrive. 
It is believed that while en- 


gaged in the work of entrenching the 
Indians wiped out the gallant little 
band. 


It is feared that the Indians will 


attack the settlers on and around the 
reservation. 
If a 
general" 
uprising 


takes place, 3,000 fighting braves will 
he in the field. 


The message to Brainerd came with 


a request to wire Washington for 5.000 
troops. 
The local volunteer soldiers 


which have returned to Duluth on fur- 
lough are holding themselves in readi- 
ness for orders. 


Walker, Minn., Oct. 6.—A hard fight 


with the Indians has occurred and the 
reports from the scene of the battle 
on the other side of Leech lake are 
somewhat conflicting, although all re- 
ports agree that the result has been 
considerable shedding of 
blood 
and 


some loss of life on both sides. 
No 


word from the front came for several 
hours, which fact is considered some- 
what ominous. The most serious re- 
port is that the detachment of troops 
with Gen. Bacon was massacred, tho 


i general himself being said to be among 


I the dead. 
Three 
newspaper 
corre- 


spondents—Brill of the St. Paul Pio- 
neer Press, Beaton of the Minneapolis 
Tribune and Knappen of the Minne- 
apolis" Times—are known to have been 
in the fight, and one report is that 
they were killed, while another says 
they are. now prisoners in the hands 
of the Indians. 


A dispatch-boat 
just 
arrived 
an- 


nounces that although it cruised up 
| and down near the scene of the battle 
! for two hours the crew was unable to 
' see a man and fear that all soldiers 
and officers have fallen. One hundred 
•armed citizens, including a detachment 
from Brainerd, are about to start for 
the scene. 


A statement has been secured from 


United States Marshal O'Connor. He 
-ays 
that Gen. Bacon told 
him 
he 


:'nought it likely that they wouid have 
(o 
remain 
several days. O'Connor 


thereupon said he would return here 
for tents and supplies. O'Connor says 
it was folly to go there with so small 
a force and thinks it will take at least 
1,000 troops to restore peace. 


The fight took place thirty miles 


north of Walker. Minn., on a point 
of wooded land jutting out into Leech 
lake, near Bear island. 
.,' The expedition under Gen. 
Bacon 


landed at S o'clock 
on 
Wednesday 


morning, and for three hours scoured 
the bush, finding no traces of the 
Indians in force. 


The attack of the Indians came un- 


expectedly while the soldiers were pre- 
paring a midday meal. The details of 
the first attack, the fight Mid the re- 
pulse of the Indians have been re- 
ceived. 


The Indians, however, were not de- 


feated. They apparently fell back into 
the bush. People at Walker heard the 
sounds of renewed fighting for sev- 
eral hours, and it was not until short- 
ly before 5 o'clock that sounds of fir- 
ing ceased. 


The correspondents of the St. Paul 


Pioneer Press, the Minneapolis Tribune 
and the Minneapolis Times, it is fear- 
ed, are killed, wounded 
or 
captive. 


They were seen in the thickest of the 
fight, closely pressed by the enemy. 
No direct word has been received from 
these correspondents or from any offi- 
cer or soldier connected with the ex- 
pedition. 


Gen. 
Bacon has sent back no report 


of the fight or request for reinforce- 
ments. 


At midnight an Indian, who reach- 


ed Walker, fro'm Bear island, said all 
the men not in uniform had been kill- 
ed. He could not tell how many sol- 
diers were dead. 


It is these facts that lead to the 


fear that Gen. Bacon and his entire 
expedition have met with serious dis- 
aster. 


The last man to leave was United 


States J-farshal O'Connor, who started 
for Walker for tents and supplies. The 
battle opened while O'Connor was row- 
ing in a skiff to his steam launch. 


At midnight the Indians 
at 
the 


agency were in council. 
Every half 


hour a runner came from the battle- 
field. The Indians are divided between 
peace and war. 


The 
war 
department 
has 
acted 


promptly and troops are already on the 
way. The Indian authorities have ask- 
ed for 2.000 troops. 
They advise the 


war department a general uprising of 
all 
the 
Indians on the reservation 


near Leech lake is imminent. 


The settlers have abandoned their 


homes and are fleeing for their lives.

although the situation is one of ex- 
treme gravity.

The Use of Portieres. 


Portieres, it should be remembered, 


are supposed to have their origin in a 
need. They are intended to do service 
to shut out disagreeble draughts, some- 
times sounds. 
Such being their serv- 


ice, it is manifestly unsuitable that 
they should be tightly shirred on a 
pole in a way that takes sharp and 
reaching pulls to draw 
them. 
They 


should be invariably on rings and move 
easily and quickly over the pole, the 
arrangement of cords that draw them 
aside instantaneously being preferred. 
Their design should -be simple, solid 
colors of a neutral tint being the most 
acceptable. 
It is rare that a figured 


pattern is satisfactory. They should 
not hang in a doorway -where the doors 
are open and set back. 
They some- 


times cover acceptably a floor that 
must be permanently closed, -but other- 
wise they replace a door that is re- 
moved 
for reasons. Their 
texture, 


while thick, should be. soft and pliable, 
hanging in easy folds. Nothing is more 
tasteless than a stiff, wiry fabric to 
screen a doorway. 
The poles should 


be within the door frame and set per- 
haps six inches from the top, never 
over the molding and finish of the door.

Naval Demonstration by Our Most Power- 


ful Warships Will Follow If Secretary 
Day Should Find It Necessary to Sus- 
pend Peace Neeotmtiona. 


Washington, Oct. 6.—As a result of 


a consultation at the white house be- 
tween the president. Secretary Hay arid 
Secretary Long, fresh instructions re- 
garding the Philippines have 
been 


wired to the American commissioners 
in Paris. They do not materially alter 
those given to thn delegates 
before 


their departure for France, but are on 
a new point brought up since the con- 
sultation 01" Maj.-Gen. Merrill with the 
American representatives. 
A cipher 


dispatch was received . by 
Secretary 


Hay regarding the matter, and he con- 
sidered the question so important that 
he at once went to the white house and 
laid it before the president. President 
McKinley sent tor Secretary Long and 
shortly afterward Assistant Secretary 
of State Adee was called to the ex- 
ecutive mansion. These officials were 
closeted together for more 
than 
an 


hour. 


All of the officials who participated 


in the conference are reticent, but it 
was admitted that the consultation was 
held to discuss a dispatch from Chair- 
man Day regarding the Philippines. 


It was ascertained that the program 


which the commission is following re- 
quires the disposition of the questions 
affecting the archipelago before any 
other Questions are considered. The 
president has been informed of Gen. 
Merrill's views in favor of the reten- 
tion of all the islands, but the fresh 
instructions do not affect the demand 
for the Island of Luzon and revision- 
ary rights over the remainder of the 
group. They relate more to a matter 
of detail and are intended to equip Ihe 
American 
commissioners with mate- 


rial to answer the Spanish commis- 
sioners in case they should raise the 
point in reply to the formal demand 
presented by Mr. Day. 


This reply is expected Friday and the 


adjournment of the commission 
for 


such a short time is regarded by the 
administration as indicating that the 
commission's work will soon be com- 
pleted. It is recognized thai Ihe Phil- 
ippines will be the bone of contention 
and that once Ihey are out of the way 
it will be plain sailing in the matter of 
arranging for the cession of Guam, 
Cuba, Porto Rico and the remaining 
Spanish Weet Indies to the 
United 


States. 


Mr. Day is empowered, however, to 


interrupt the commission's work at 
any time in case he should find that 
Spain is either unwilling to agree to 
the demands of this government or 
disposed unnecessarily to delay 
the 


commission's work, and a naval dem- 
onstration will follow which the au- 
thorities are satisfied with bring the 
Madrid government to its senses. 


Senor Felipe Agoni'illo, the repre- 


sentative of the insurgents command- 
ed by Aguinaldo, will be permitted to 
la.y before the commission any facts 
which he may desire to present, and 
the American commissioners have been 
advised of his coming.
